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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As shown in the rejection mailed on 03/08/2006 
Kawase et al '332 or Kawase *613 alone and/or in combination with EP'553 structurally meet applicants' claimed invention (see rejections 
that Kawase's spraying devices having a plurality of head units each having nozzles and other claimed elements including controllers 
controlling the positioning of the head units and the stage, which is capable of adjusting the shifting distance or pitch of each of head 
unit). Applicants argue CPU does not control placement of head units. Examiner refers the applicants to see head position controller 17 
(see Figs 8 and 16 of Kawase '332 and *613 respectively) in communication with the CPU controlling the position of head units. 
Furthermore, shifting distance or pitch (limitation which is considered to be intended use of the apparatus, see claims 1 and 22) between 
nozzJes depends on the desired pixels formed on the substrate. As such, examiner maintains 102 and 103 rejections of instant 
application. 
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
